C. Rankin gave oat the depart* 
ment’a report on crop oooditioos 
May 1. It aaya: 

Much rain has falleo during the 
mouth, eaoaiog much damage in 
many aections of (be stale. 

Hemp looks well and promises a 
large crop. Some large growers 
are planting a larger crop than ever 
before. 

Fruit has lieeo damaged iu rome 
localities, especially peaches, cher¬ 
ries and plums, but there is a good 
prospect for a large crop of apples 
and grapes. 

The prospect for the oats crop 
ia belter (ban at this time last 
year. ' 

An unusually large crop of to>j 
bacou is promised, exceeding al-' 
most all records, especially isthii, 
SO in regard to the hurley tobacco. 
About an average crop of dark to*, 
bacco will be plant^. Tobacco j 
plants are not far advanced as they | 
flhould l>e OD account of so much 
cool weather. 

Live stock are io fairly good 
condition, aud a decresse of cattle 
and bugs are shown on account of 
high prices of feed. An increase 
of ebuep is shown in many oouo- 
lies of the state. 

A large corn crop will be plant* 
ed, doe in a large measure to the 
farmers oeiug pure-bred teed corn. 

There is a small acreage of rye 
and barley grown in the state and 
both are looking fairly good. 

Clover ia iu poor condition. Al¬ 
falfa looks well and the acreage le 
being inoreuaed tbroogbuut the en¬ 
tire atate.

From Jackson, Breathitt county, down 
the Kentucky River, up tbe Ohio to 
Cincinnati, and from there to Quebec, 
Canada, then across the Atlantic Ocean 
to England, Is a rather long and expen¬ 
sive route by which to ship timber, but 
it was made neceasarr in this case. Tbe 
timber in queatioo was white and burr 
oak, which la preferred for shipbuilding, 
hence the purchaw in far from home. 
A cut of 1S0,4KK) cubic feel of (his oak 
was cut from tbe forest along tbe Ken¬ 
tucky river, near Jackson. It was hewn 
square, thrown into (be Kentucky river, 
and tied into rafts. From the mouth of 
the Ktolu ky, the tug O. T [«oe towed 
it to tbe wharves at Cincionall. As fast 
as the rafta arrived they were cut up, the 
timber hauled up io freight cars and tent 
East. It will lake about two hundred 
aod fifty cars to move the entire consign¬ 
ment of timber from Cincinnati to Que¬ 
bec. Tbe timber varies in length frum 
iblrly to eighty feel.—l^exington Leader.
